THE BOUNDARY OF ONTARIO. 

The Ontario boui)dary dispute has been 
practically settled, though no official in- 
formation has been received aa yet of the 
terina of sottlemont, but in all probabil- 
ity the privy council will contirin the de- 
cision of the commission in favor of On- 
tario. In explanation of the difTeroncu 
of opinior. in regard to the true boundaries 
of the .province and a hiatory of the dia- 
putB may not bo without intorost, pend- 
ing the announcomunt of tho deciaiun. 
The claims of the Dominion and of tbu 
province of Ontario, respectively, are 
based upon an old aet of parliament, 
dated 1774, which reads as follows; 

"Be it enacted" that all tho said torri- 
torios heretofore part of the territory of 
Canada, in Nuith America, oxtendin<; 
southward to tlie banks of tho river Ohio; 
westward to tho banks of the iMiaaissippi, 
and northward to tho southern boundary 
of the territory granted to the merchant 
adventurers of England trading to Hud- 
son's Bay, be and they are hereby made 
part and parcel of the province of Que- 
bec, etc." 

Tbe southern part of this territory was 
afterwards ceded to the United States; all 
the rest was annexed to Quebec, but be- 
came part of Upper Canada or Ontario, 
when that provmco was created. ■ Now, 
trouble all hinged on that word iccmi. 
Tho Dominion contend thai it meant 
"due north" from the junction of the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers. Thia would 
place the western boundary at a point 
east of Port Arthur. But Ontario argued 
that such a construction of tlio act is al- 
toguther wroni; as it is contr.iry to the in- 
totuion of its original frainors. Thoy claim 
that tho muaning of the act ia, from the 
junction of the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers northward along the line of the 
Mississippi to its source, just south of the 
Lakoof the Woods, then duo north to the 
southern boundary of tho tiudaun Bay 
territory, then west t(j Janiea' Bay. The 
object of ;he act of 1774 was to include 
certain trading posts within tho jurisdic- 
tion of Quebec, in order to give them tho 
advantage of an organized government, 
and this object would clearly have been 
dofeatod under tho construction put upon 
tho words by the Dominion goveriiraont. 
The privy council Imvu already decided 
that the southwe.sierii boundary, of On- 
tario is tile nortiiweatern angle of tlie 
Lake of the Woods. Further than this, 
these decisions are not yet reported. 

The history of the dispute can be told 
in a few words. For many years there 
were efforts to settle the question, lUid 
the Dominion govornment once b(ifore 
proposed an appeal to tlie Imperial [Vrivy 
council, bu: Ontario thought it war-a^ 
matter that could belter bo settled at 
home. Accordingly, in 187C acommisaion 
to settle tho matter was appointed, bu^ 
did not meet until 1878. Tho [nenibers 
of the commission were Sir Edward 
Thornton, Sir Francis Hincks and the late 
Chief-Justice Harrison. After a careful 
examination of maps, treaties, acts of 
parliament, government comniiaaions and 
the correspondence and speeclies of pub- 
lic men, the commiasionera camo tcj tho 
conclusion that Ontario was entithnl to 
the disputed territory. The Duniinion 
government disagreed, and honce the ap 
peal to the privy council- The extent of 
territory that will be added to Ontario 
was thus described in an (itBcial document 
iasuod after the year of 1878: 

"The district iiichnled wiiliin those 
boundaries ia of equal if not greater area 
than the whole of the rest of Ontario, ex- 
clusive of the lakes Ontario, Superior, 
Huron and Erie. Uniitttng these lakes, 
the province, within tho limits embraced 
in the proj)oaition of the Dominion, con- 
tained about C4,0UO,UUO acres, or 100.000 
square miles of territory. From the Qju- 
bec boundary line — from Lake Teniis- 
(samingue to .Jainea Bay — to the Lake of 
the Wooda, tho distance cannot be much 
less than seven hundred miles; while 
measured from notli to aouth the new ter- 
ritory covers a breadlli of country vary- 
ing from over three hundred to one hun- 
dred miles; the province of Ontario will 
conaetjuently in future possess an area of 
fully 200,000 square miles. This is 80,000 
acjuare niilea greutor than the area of tliu 
United Kingdom; only I'J.OOO aqiuire 
miles leas than the whole (Jerman Empire; 
only 2,000 ti(juare nulea less than Franco, 
and equal to the oombined areas of Hol- 
land, Portugal, United Italy, Switzerland 
and Belgium. The awarded territory 
alone possosses an area greater by 20,000 
square miles than the group of countries 
just named, excepting Italy."

wanted cauuot be too strongly coudcmueil. 
The Hcenes at the wharf on Wednesday 
were most disgraceful; and henceforth 
whenever the snft'erers may bu asked as tf) 
their opinion of Victoria they will be apt to 
reply — "A beautiful town — apleiulid drives 
— jjiire air — grand si'enery — i)erfeetly 
healthy; — but lacks one tiling to make it 
till! favorite place (jf resort on the Paeilic — 
tho jjossession of good maiiuerH by its 
hotel-runners." The owners of hotels 
owe it to themselves to discharge every per- 
son in their employ who may prove to he 
disorderly; and the police, weak though it 
may be, must make iiu effort to prevent a 
re]>etitiun of the scenes of Wednesday.

Sr. JouN, N. B. , July 25. — .\t a meet- 
ing of the Eastern Marine Insurance 
Company a resolution authorizing the 
president and directors to wind uij tlie 
atl'aira of the company was affirmed. The 
company started in business two years 
and ten months ago with a paid-up capital 
of §25,000. The losses since the eatab- 
lishmont amount to about §55,000.

Court of Appeal. 

ViCToun, July nist. 

Findlay, Durham k Brodie vs. Hudson 
Bay Company. 

This was an appeal from a decision of the 
Chief Justice in favor of the defendants, 
the H. B. Co. 

The plaintiffs bad shipped iu good order 
1,000 boxes of tin plates by tho I'riaoo 
Rupert from London to Victoria. Six 
hundred boxes were ilelivered iu good or- 
der, but the remainder wero rejected on ac- 
count of their bad eoiiditiou by tho cou- 
siguees, and the actiou was brought to re- 
cover their value, ^a.oO ])er box. It ap- 
peared the Prince Kiipert on her previous 
voyage from Vi'.-toria to England had taken 
a cargo of tiHh mauuro und tlah oil, .some of 
which had become distributed during thiit 
voyage in the ballast und hold of the ship; 
that upon discharge of the hoiuewiud oar- 
go the vessel hud not been properly tdeuun- 
ed; and that npon the loading for the voy- 
agi' outwards the tin plates had been stowed 
where ballast had been allowed to romnin, 
for the Btift'ening of the ship after the dis- 
I'harge of the home cargo, tho discliargi) 
of the balla.sl and the shipping of the tin 
taking place biuiultaiu ously . 

DefcndaiitH rcBisled the claiiu, contend- 
ing that the damage wan owing to the purils 
of the sea, and so within the exc('i)tious of 
the bill of lading,— a contention (ortitied 
by the presence of salt water in the tui 
piate.s, from whic'h the infereiico was that 
owing to heavy weather Halt water hail been 
thrown from the bilgo upon the tin and 
caused the rust. 

'L'hH Chief Juetice concluded the daui- 
iigo was from the perils of the sea, salt 
water having eome from the bilge, or owing 
to the stri'ss of weather through the seaum 
uf tin) vessel. 

.Mr. Davie, attoruey-goneral for appel- 
lants, urged that this couUl not have heen 
the caao, Litherwiso the whole and not a 
part of tho tin would have been dam- 
aged; that the fact tlint the damaged 
boxes were covered with the fish matiure 
and (dl and the uiidiiinmed boxes un- 
touched by those articles led to the con 
elusion that the injury was rniin the ti.sli 
inaiuire alnne, otherwise tin; cargo of the 
ahip, which turned out in good order, 
with the exception of tho 600 cases and a 
few other packages, would have been 
generiUy damaged. The evidence for 
defendants showed there had been uo 
heavy weather, and if salt water had 
leaked through the .tenuis, llu' ves.sel was 
Tiol seaworthy and the lii't'endants must 
be liable on that score. Further, that the 
fish manure, similar iti its chomicul prtip 
erties to guano, would corrode iron and 
attract moisture, hence the rusting of 
the tin and tho presence of salt water 
upon it. The mere preseiico of .salt water 
did not warrant tho iiiforenco that thu 
dainiigo hail occurred fnun leakage. It 
was for the defendants to prove it had 
come there from ono of t.ht» excepted, 
perils. This they had not done. Further, 
it had been proved that tho manure with 
which the boxes were cuated had of itself 
rendered the sale of tho tin inipr.-icticable, 
ao that irrespective of the state of the tin 
plaiutifi's had suffered an injury which it 
could not be contended was within thu 
exceptions in tho bill of lading. 

Further argument was adjourned. 

Mr. Drake, y. C, for the defondanta. 
^Sewell A- Co. vs. Moodyville S, M. Co. 
and B. C. Towing Co. — Arguniont was 
concluded in thia case, which was then 
submitted for judgment.

Some have inTeotiTO 
genius and a laslo for aiechaniqal pur- 
suits; somo mauifosi a pouohant for 
trade, and othors a proforonco for pro- 
fe.ssiona. A distribution accordinjj to 
natural bent and innato aptitudes will 
load to bettor results, and laavo fewer 
poor farmers to ouonpj a position for 
which they have neither taste nor quali- 
fications. An exiiniiiiatiou of tlio busi- 
nes.s of cities showrf that ihcy are occu- 
pied lurotlior piu'puses tlmii speoulatiou 
aad petty swimilinp;, however severely 
they may bo cursed by the presence of 
those who prey upon honest industry, 
la fitty cities of largest population 
there were nearly 8,000,000 people in 
1880. Of those 3.000,000 or more were 
'•workers," in addition to tho wives 
and older daunliters who wore hoiise- 
k.eepors, and tho chililreii, the ar|;ed, 
and iiitiriii. It iu:iy bo sn[)posed that 
most of those worlvcrs wore in com- 
merce or transportation in these fifty 
great "marts of trade." By no means 
— ior the larger proportion are artisans 
and operatives cotuiectud with tlie 
great uianufacttu-inj"; class. New York 
itself has -ll' per ceut directly engaged 
as artificers, and but 'J7 per cent in 
trade and transporiatiou together, and 
the annual value of the products is tho 
princely sum of ^17:^,1)20, 437. Instead 
of handling a few hundred millions in 
foroig^"' goods, they make an equal 
value of domestic goods, a large pro- 
portiou of which is lubor. So wo liiid 
in tiieso lifty cities ;ui average of 43 
per cent iu uiaiuifaeliires, I pur cent in 
agriculture, aiui 24 per cent in trado 
and transportation. As tho remainder 
are in domestic service, distributed 
among theso classes but not enumer- 
ated with thorn, and professional peo- 
])le depiMiileiit upon all these clusses, 
it appear.s that fully six-tenths of tho 
population of iheso cities are su|)ported 
by manufacturing pruiluution: t. e., live 
millions of a popuJaiion of less than 
eight derives their incomes from tho 
productive industries. Thus the great 
cities of the country ilro not so much 
"martaT of trade aa "centers of iu- 
dustry.V . 

Bfonhers in-SlrcpIns Oars. 

An observing person who has reason 
to travel lutieh in sleeping cans must 
have been fr('<iuentiy moved by tho 
lack of reaaouablouess on the part of 
travelers and ollicials. In some meas- 
ure to repair this deficiency and render 
snmmer touring more restful and com- 
fortable the following hints aro thrown 
out: 

To the condiictar; Sell tho same berth 
to several ])ersons, und let them tight 
it out as to who shall occupy it. Bo 
noisy, important, supercilious, incon- 
eidernte; act as if you owned the car. 
This wUl make everybody fool happy 
and safe. 

To tho porter: Keep the toilot-rooms 
unclean and do not supply more than 
one towel for three persons. If a pas- 
senger departs from tlie coach during 
tho small hours at night, call him up 
so loudly and ro])oatedly that no one 
will remain asluop.

If it bo cold, SCO to it that the lire goes 
out. If there bo a good supply of dust 
and ciiiderH, arrniiire the vunlihitors so 
as to let in as much as possible.

If a party of 
Boston teachers, coming out to see tlie 
great West' for the first time, got up at 
4 o'clock in the morning, make 
their sections with so niuoh fuss and 
suoh (iesijorate .shunming and banging 
as to awaken all the oilier passengers. 
This will insure tli;a their waking 
thoughts shall bo prayerful, ospecially 
after yoirtell them that the train will 
bo four hours lalo reaching its destina- 
tion. 

To travelers, ospecially from "the 
cultured E:isl" to "tiie rowtly West": 
Act us if you owned tho car from tho 
start. Your .siij.i(;i-ior brijeding will 
thus bo established, and no one will 
question it ..thereafter. Talk loudly, 
especially a&ut'th^ 'private and per- 
sonal aflairs of absent and unknown 
people. 15e sure to use slang so as to 
escape the suspicion of being intellect- 
ual dudos. Monojioli/.e the loilel- 
roonis. Give orders to the conductor 
and porter iu such style as will demon- 
strate that the omuucipatiou proclnuKL- 
tion had no reference to white tr:ish or 
to colored folks whom you may happen 
to coinnitind. Put. your feet up on tho 
cushicnis of the si^ats, i.'spociidly if you 
have a prctt}' boot, it will not be siien 
otherwise. If yon cannot sleep during 
the night complaiu so noisily as to 
have plenty of company. Get up at 
3:30 iu the morning, "just to'seo the 
wild We.st" and arouse your traveling 
companion.s. IMaintniu an incessant 
and boisterous roiivers:ili(jn so as to 
compel all the other pa.ssengers to get 
up, or at Ic.'uil to lie awake when they 
should be all asleew. Sneer at every- 
thing jou cannot laugh at Demon- 
strate in all ihoso wars the superiority 
of the "cultured K;i3t over the "rowdy 
West," and yon will :uUI inestiuialdy 
to the enjoyment :ind li appiiu'ss of suiu- 
mor trav(;lers. All who iuippen to be 
in the same car will gaz(^ u])on yo\u- 
departing liguro wiien iliu triiin pulls 
into the station with the emotions Aus- 
tin Dobson describes when standing 
before a certain grave:

"I always prefer to make iiiv own 
cigarett(;s, and then 1 know tiiey con- 
t:iiu IU) opium or other poisonous in- 
gredient.s, " said a gentleman yester- 
d!iy as ho stood in a eigar-storo door 
and delicately twirled somo tobacco 
and a .'iinall jjieco of rico paper between 
his lingers. 

•'Thai's whore yon imd 1 diirer," said 
tlio dealer, taking u|) the tUreiul of 
eonversatiou. "A ukui can get all the 
cigarettes hu wants and there won't be 
a particle of opium in them. Opium 
is loo expensive a drug to allow of its 
being used in a cigarette, a package of 
which will cost 15 eonts, and tlio pub- 
lic generally seem to bo ;L])ureci;itiiig 
this fact. Opium is put in ciifiuottes, 
but it isn't every dealer who will b:in- 
dle them. Thoy are liiglior priced, 
and aro only called for by those who 
desire that kind of a smoko. You ;isk 
how it is put iu. Well, it is ])ulver- 
iy-ed, and scattered in that way. As 
f;ir as my custom goes, cigarettes :u'e 
more popular now ihiin they were two 
years ago." 

"I don't see how poojile can smoko 
tho things. Thoro is uo strength to 
them, and it is liKe puHmg that much 
vapor, " said a listener who was on- 
iraired in vipjoroualy coa\iM<r the sf})i>|r(> 
through a big o-eent cigar. 

"That is because you don't know 
how to smuko a cigarette,'' answered 
the dealer, aa ho drew forth one and 
proceeded to light itt "Now. if you 
was to smoke a oigaretto yon would 
put it iu your mouth and allow the 
saliva lo moisten the end of it before 
you had taken two ptiU's, and then you 
would be compelled to bite olV little 
outs of lobacco. which makes il very 
annoying. Well, in tho lirst place you 
must learn to OYorcome that and hold 
it between j'our lips. Then, to add lo 
the unpleasantness you would get out 
of it, yon would proceed to smoke it as 
if you were smoking a jiipe — that iii, 
titke a draw and blow it out of your 
mouth. A cigarette is not worth the 
smoking that wav. But if you should 
persovoro and learn to smoke this way 
you would find out that a cigarette is 
:is good as a cigar." 

'I'iicn the doalor took a draw and al- 
lowed the smoko to pass oui througli 
the iio.-itrils iu two gossamer streaks, 
and followed tiiis Ijy inhaling tbu 
smoko and allowing it to till his lungs 
and then pass out with thp regular 
respiration. Then he took other in- 
halations and catised tho sDioko to pas.s 
out of his mouth and be dr:iwii 
through the nostrils into the lungs, 
only to pass out again through Uiu 
mouth. He followed this by sending 
wreaths of smoke, floating across the 
room, and then by bjowing rii^gs 
through each other, until' the man witii 
the oigar was amnzod. 

'^Von't that injure tho lungaP" ho 
askoil, in an excited way. 

"I sappo^se the doctors would say so; 
but so they would say that it. would 
kill a man to smoke cigars or chew to- 
bacco, or do anything that there is anv 
pleasure in. For my part, 1 don't ca^^iJ 
what they say. I beliovo it will Injure 
tho lungs no more than it does lo in- 
hale the stench from ihe Chicfigo river, 
or the coal smoke from the lliousa/jtl 
and one buildings, or the dust and dirt 
that floats in tho atmosphere, or tho 
poison which arises from liltby streets, 
or numerous other things which tho 
doctors 3:iy nothing about." 

"That's so," answered the man as lio 
threw hi:; cigar-.stuiup into tiie street 
aud walked away.
